Must Destroy 
Cotton Stalks 
by Jan. 31 


All cotton stalks on Hempstead 


County farms are to be destroy- 
ed by January 31 to aid in the 
Control of pink bollworm, advises 
t'ounty Agent Oliver L. Adams, ac- 
cording to regulations issued by 
the Arkansas Slate Plant Board in 
Cooperation with the U. S. Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. 
County is one of 28 


Hempstead 
quarantined 


counties in southwest Arkansas. 


Many methods may be used but 


the Plant Board urges a thorough 
job must be done that will cover 
all bolls and locks 
with soil 
or 


Destroy them. The worms pass the 
Winter in immature or damaged 
bolls which have been left unpick- 
ed in the fields; therefore the need 
for destroying them. 


According to Plant Board regula- 


tions, cotton stalks must be des- 
troyed by January 31 by one of the 
following methods:

The worms pass the 
Winter in immature or damaged 
bolls which have been left unpick- 
ed in the fields; therefore the need 
for destroying them.

County farms are to be destroy- 
ed by January 31 to aid in the 
Control of pink bollworm, advises 
t'ounty Agent Oliver L. Adams, ac- 
cording to regulations issued by 
the Arkansas Slate Plant Board in 
Cooperation with the U. S. Depart- 
ment of Agriculture.

counties in southwest Arkansas. 


Many methods may be used but 


the Plant Board urges a thorough 
job must be done that will cover 
all bolls and locks 
with soil 
or 


Destroy them. The worms pass the 
Winter in immature or damaged 
bolls which have been left unpick- 
ed in the fields; therefore the need 
for destroying them. 


According to Plant Board regula- 


tions, cotton stalks must be des- 
troyed by January 31 by one of the 
following methods:

County farms are to be destroy- 
ed by January 31 to aid in the 
Control of pink bollworm, advises 
t'ounty Agent Oliver L. Adams, ac- 
cording to regulations issued by 
the Arkansas Slate Plant Board in 
Cooperation with the U. S. Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. 
County is one of 28 


Hempstead 
quarantined 


counties in southwest Arkansas. 


Many methods may be used but 


the Plant Board urges a thorough 
job must be done that will cover 
all bolls and locks 
with soil 
or 


Destroy them. The worms pass the 
Winter in immature or damaged 
bolls which have been left unpick- 
ed in the fields; therefore the need 
for destroying them. 


According to Plant Board regula- 


tions, cotton stalks must be des- 
troyed by January 31 by one of the 
following methods:

Many methods may be used but 


the Plant Board urges a thorough 
job must be done that will cover 
all bolls and locks 
with soil 
or 


Destroy them. The worms pass the 
Winter in immature or damaged 
bolls which have been left unpick- 
ed in the fields; therefore the need 
for destroying them. 


According to Plant Board regula- 


tions, cotton stalks must be des- 
troyed by January 31 by one of the 
following methods:
